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Dengue patients must report to laboratory 
and not to First Aid Emergency Center

to the First Aid Emergency 
Center at the Hospital for test¬ 
ing to ascertain whether or not 
they have contracted Dengue. 
The number of people with 
Dengue symptoms appearing 
at the Center to check has in¬ 
creased since Minister Richard 
Visser’s speech at the meeting 
with Doctors and Specialists 
on the ultimate developments 
of the Dengue on Aruba. 

The Department of Public 
Health is giving everyone no¬ 
tice that all after hours request 
by any Doctor to do an urgent 
blood check for Dengue, must 
be done only at the Hospital’s 
laboratory. To reach the labo¬ 
ratory, patients may use the 
main hospital entrance or at

night, at the usual night en¬ 
trance. Hence, there is no rea¬ 
son to go to the First Aid 
Emergency Center. 

Weekend hours of the Hos¬ 
pital’s Lab are from 9 am to 11 
am. For persons in San Nico- 


laas, it is possible to do all 
blood testing at the IMSAN in 
the weekend as well. 

It is also important to in¬ 
form that the Lab will send all 
test results directly to the at¬ 
tending physician and those 
patients need not wait for these 
results at the Hospital or 
IMSAN. If necessary the at¬ 
tending physician or IMSAN 
will contact the patient di¬ 
rectly. 

This measure will alleviate 
the sudden rush of patients 
coming to the Hospital for 
blood testing and allow First 
Aid Emergency staff to attend 
to those needing emergency 
medical assistance, which 
many times are life-threatening 
situations.

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'Rivers of fire' in deadly Mexico 
pipeline blast 


PUEBLA, Mexico (AFP) - A 
massive blast yesterday along 
a state-owned pipeline in cen¬ 
tral Mexico killed 22 people, 
injured 32 others and engulfed 
dozens of homes in a raging in¬ 
ferno, officials said. 

Puebla state secretary 
Valentin Meneses said the pre¬ 
dawn explosion occurred 
along the Petroleos Mexicanos 
(Pemex) pipeline in the town 
of Texmelucan, where thieves 
were trying to steal fuel. Early 
indications suggested it was 
caused by a perforation of the 
pipeline during the attempted 
theft. 

"A criminal gang punctured 
the pipeline of state-owned 
Pemex, which spilled fuel out of 
control because of the high de¬ 
gree of pressure," said Meneses. 
"The streets began to flood, then 
came a spark and we saw rivers 
of fire in the streets." 

Some 83 homes were par¬ 
tially damaged and 32 were 
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completely destroyed in the 
blaze, according to Meneses, 
who noted that emergency 
crews had managed to bring 
the flames under control. Offi¬ 
cials had initially reported that 
at least 11 people were killed. 

A sweeping cloud of thick 
black smoke hung over dozens 
of kilometers of the pipeline 
and people rushed from their 
homes for safety. The flames 
were so hot they bent wrought 
iron caging, shattered glass 
windows and doors and re¬ 
duced several cars to smolde¬ 
ring metal shells. 

Leafless trees, scorched and 
twisted, reached upward from 
the smoking earth, and firemen 
shoveled a thick coat of ash 
that littered the streets. 

Among the victims, five 
children and an entire family 
were caught by surprise by the 
explosion as they slept in their 
home. The ash-covered bodies 
of four other victims lay inside 
a burnt-out house. 

Hundreds of people were 
told to leave their homes and 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers have voted to 
allow gays to serve openly in 
the military for the first time, 
but troops must wait months 
before they can reveal their 
sexual orientation without 
facing dismissal.

Emergency officials 
said the blast broke windows 
and burned dozens of cars in a 
three-kilometer (two-mile) ra¬ 
dius. 

Locals said criminal gangs 
operate drilling machinery and 
sell stolen fuel to truck drivers 
passing through roads in the 
region. 

Rescue workers, firefight¬ 
ers and Mexican Army soldiers 
were deployed to the region to 
respond to the emergency. 

Pemex experts also arrived 
on site to help determine the 
cause of the explosion. 

The company issued a 
statement saying the blast was 
caused by "fire on two 
pipelines," whose fuel supply 
was immediately cut off.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haiti's cholera toll has 
passed 2,500, official figures 
showed yesterday, dashing 
hopes the fatality rate might be 
beginning to taper off. 

The health ministry listed 
2,535 deaths since the out¬ 
break in the impoverished 
Caribbean nation erupted in 
mid-October. Almost 57,000 
of the 114,497 people infected 
have been treated in hospital. 

Hopes rose last week that 
the death rate could be slowing 
as less than 30 people were 
shown to have died on two 
consecutive days. 

Those hopes were dashed 
yesterday as the earlier tolls 
were amended and 54 people 
were shown to have died on 
December 14, the most recent 
day recorded. At the outbreak's 
peak in November there were 
daily tolls of 60, 70 and even 


80 and above. 

The cholera outbreak, 
Haiti's first in more than a cen¬ 
tury, spawned deadly anti-UN 
riots last month as a desperate 
populace turned its anger on 
international peacekeepers ac¬ 
cused of bringing the disease 
into the country. 

The Nepalese army has re¬ 
acted angrily and said there is 
no evidence to support allega¬ 
tions the cholera emanated 
from septic tanks at their base 
in the Artibonite river valley, 
where the majority of cases 
and deaths have been. 

The United Nations has 
said it will name an interna¬ 
tional panel to investigate the 
origin of the epidemic. 

A team of US and Haitian 
researchers confirmed last 
week that the outbreak was 
likely sparked by a human 
source from outside the region.

Firefox backs "do not 
track" with online stealth

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Califor¬ 
nia (AFP) - As concern about 
online privacy grows, 
Mozilla is promising to let 
people cloak Internet activity 
in free Firefox Web browsing 
software being released early 
next year. 

’’Technology that supports 
something like a ’Do Not 
Track’ button is needed and 
we will deliver in the first 
part of next year,” Mozilla 
chief executive Gary Kovacs 
said while providing a 
glimpse at Firefox 4 at the 
Mozilla's headquarters in 
Mountain View, California. 

’’The user needs to be in 
control,” he added. 

There is a disturbing im¬ 
balance between what web¬ 
sites need to know about 
visitors to personalize adver¬ 
tisements or services and the 
amount of data collected, ac¬ 
cording to Kovacs. 

”It is not that ads are bad,” 
he said. ”It is what they do 
with my tracked behavior. 

’’Where I go on the Inter¬ 
net is how I live my life; that 
is a lot of data to hold just for 
someone to serve me ads.” 

Microsoft this month un¬ 
veiled increased privacy op¬ 
tions for the upcoming version 
of its popular Web browser In¬ 
ternet Explorer 9 (IE9) includ¬ 
ing a feature ”to help keep 
third-party websites from 
tracking your Web behavior.” 

Microsoft said ’’Tracking 
Protection” will be built into 
a test version of IE9 being re¬ 
leased early next year. 

IE9 users will have to be 
savvy enough to activate the 
feature and create lists of the 
third-party websites that they 
do not want to track their be¬ 
havior. 

Internet Explorer is the 
most widely used Web 
browser in the United States 
followed by Mozilla’s Fire¬ 
fox, Google’s Chrome and 


Apple's Safari. 

Google, which beefed up 
Chrome in recent weeks and 
is testing a notebook com¬ 
puter that operates on the Web 
browser software, cautioned 
that the mechanics and rami¬ 
fications of stealth browsing 
need to be figured out. 

’’The idea of 'Do Not 
Track' is interesting, but there 
doesn't seem to be consensus 
on what 'tracking' really 
means, nor how new propos¬ 
als could be implemented in 
a way that respects people's 
current privacy controls,” 
said the company, also based 
in Mountain View. 

”We look forward to on¬ 
going dialogue about what 
'Do Not Track’ could look 
like, and in the meantime we 
are always looking into new 
tools to give people more 
transparency and control over 
their online privacy.”

Sperm whales show signs of toxic contamination 


The skin and blubber of 
sperm whales from across the 
Pacific Ocean carry evidence 
of exposure to a class of toxic 
pollutants, with whales living 
around the Galapagos Islands 
showing the strongest signs 
of exposure, according to a 
new study. 

’’This is the first time this 
kind of pollution study has 
been done on a whole ocean 
level using a threatened 
species as a sentinel species,” 
said Celine Godard-Codding, 
the lead researcher and an en¬ 
vironmental toxicologist at 
Texas Tech University. 

Sperm whales can live up 
to 70 years, feeding on squid, 
fish and octopus. Males of 
the species can grow up to 60 
feet (18 meters) long. As 
large, long-lived carnivores, 
they can accumulate pollu¬ 
tants in their body fat. 

The team took small tissue 
samples from 234 sperm 
whales in five regions in the 
tropical and subtropical Pa¬ 
cific Ocean and looked for an 
enzyme that breaks down a 
class of chemicals called aro¬ 
matic hydrocarbons. These 
include harmful pollutants 
like dioxins, PCBs and a 
group called polycyclic aro¬ 
matic hydrocarbons (PAHs). 


PAHs are produced during 
the incomplete burning of 
coal, oil, gas and other or¬ 
ganic substances. According 
to the U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention, 
PAHs may cause cancer, as 
well as reproductive, skin and 
immune system problems. 

While they detected the 
enzyme in all the sperm 
whales, the levels were found 
to be the highest in whales 
from the Galapagos. But this 
doesn't mean there are ele¬ 
vated pollutants near the 


Galapagos, she cautioned - 
rather, it is a warning sign. 

"What we have to keep in 
mind when we think of ocean 
health is that contaminants 
are transported by atmos¬ 
pheric currents and ocean 
currents all the time,” Go¬ 
dard-Codding said. "There is 
not a pristine area in the 
world.” 

And because PAHs have 
many sources - wildfires and 
volcanoes can also create 
them - presence of the en¬ 
zyme does not necessarily 


mean that the animal has 
come into contact with man¬ 
made pollutants, Godard- 
Codding cautioned. 

This makes the implica¬ 
tions of the high levels of en¬ 
zyme activation found in the 
whales near the Galapagos 
ambiguous. 

"The next step is really 
what does that mean,” she 
said. "It could mean a higher 
exposure to contaminants 
elevated (the biomarker), 
but we don't know that for 
sure.”

Holidays with 
clan ideal for 
investigating 
family health 
history 

When your relatives get to¬ 
gether over the holidays, it 
may be a good opportunity to 
investigate your family his¬ 
tory, including its health his¬ 
tory, suggests a genetics 
expert. 

Talk to your grandparents 
and great-grandparents and 
make detailed notes about 
what they tell you about the 
health of their immediate 
family — parents, siblings and 
children. Record names, birth 
dates, year of death and any 
health problems experienced 
by those people, said Lynn 
Holt, director of the School 
of Health Professions Ge¬ 
netic Counseling program at 
the University of Alabama at 
Birmingham. 

’’The holidays are a great 
time to collect your family 
history. Most people don't 
know much about the family 
history beyond their first-de¬ 
gree relatives, their own par¬ 
ents and siblings," Holt said 
in a university news release. 

Ask your older relatives if 
any of their siblings died dur¬ 
ing childhood and, if so, 
why? This type of informa¬ 
tion can be valuable. 

"We sometimes hear peo¬ 
ple say they've been told their 
mother's brother dropped 
dead at age 20, for example," 
Holt said. "It's important to 
find out why; was it because 
of a genetic heart condition 
that you might have inher¬ 
ited, or is it simply that 
brother was guilty of some 
accident that nobody wants to 
talk about?" 

The best way to glean this 
type of information is to 
speak individually with each 
older relative. Many would 
welcome the opportunity to 
share the family history and 
memories of deceased loved 
ones, Holt said. 

Once you have your fam¬ 
ily health history, share it 
with your doctor in order to 
determine if you need to un¬ 
dergo evaluation for certain 
conditions.

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Cheers! Red Wine, Cranberries are good for your teeth 


When you pop open that bottle 
of red wine this holiday sea¬ 
son, consider toasting its ben¬ 
efits to your teeth. After all, 
compounds in red wine can 
prevent cavities and plaque 
build-up, researchers say. 

The compounds - called 
polyphenols - block a mole¬ 
cule made by the bacteria 
streptococcus mutans, which 
are found in all our mouths, 
said researcher Hyun Koo, a 


microbiologist at University 
of Rochester Medical Center 
in New York. 

Normally, these bacteria 
break down sugar we eat and 
make sticky molecules called 
glucans, which let bacteria to 
cling to our teeth and damage 
their surfaces, Koo said. 

These bacteria also pro¬ 
duce an acid that erodes the 
tooth enamel, leading to cav¬ 
ities, he said. 


But the fermented grape 
stems, seeds and skins left 
over from wine production 
contain high amounts of 
polyphenols. The polyphe¬ 
nols can block the ability of S. 
mutans to make glucans, let¬ 
ting the good bacteria in the 
mouth thrive, while disabling 
the bad bacteria from sticking 
to the teeth, Koo said. 

Koo, who was a dentist for 
two years before becoming a 


microbiologist, also found 
that compounds in cranber¬ 
ries work similarly - they 
block the molecules that en¬ 
able the sticky surface to 
form on our teeth. 

But Koo warned that eat¬ 
ing heaps of cranberry sauce 
or downing glass after glass 
of red wine won't help you 
reap the dental benefits of 
these compounds. Cranberry 
products, such as cranberry 


sauce or cranberry juice 
cocktail, contain a lot of 
sugar and aren't good for the 
teeth, and red wine can stain 
the teeth, he said. 

Instead, Koo and his col¬ 
leagues hope to find a way to 
add these compounds to 
mouthwashes, toothpastes or 
chewing gum to combat 
plaque and cavities. He hopes 
to test the findings in a clinical 
setting in the next four years.

Amazing Spectacle: Total Lunar Eclipse tonight 


For a few hours on the night 
of tonight to tomorrow, the 
attention of tens of millions 
of people will be drawn sky¬ 
ward, where the mottled, 
coppery globe of our moon 
will hang completely im¬ 
mersed in the long, tapering 
cone of shadow cast out into 
space by our Earth. 

If the weather is clear, fa¬ 
vorably placed skywatchers 
will have a view of one of na¬ 
ture's most beautiful specta¬ 
cles: a total eclipse of the 
moon. 

Unlike a total eclipse of 


the sun, which is only visible 
to those in the path of totality, 
eclipses of the moon can usu¬ 
ally be observed from one's 
own backyard. The passage 
of the moon through the 
Earth's shadow is equally vis¬ 
ible from all places within the 
hemisphere where the moon 
is above the horizon. 

The total phase of the up¬ 
coming event will be visible 
across all of North and South 
America, as well as the north¬ 
ern and western part of Eu¬ 
rope, and a small part of 
northeast Asia, including 



Korea and much of 
Japan. 

Totality will also 
be visible in its en¬ 
tirety from the North 
Island of New 
Zealand and Hawaii 
— a potential view¬ 
ing audience of 
about 1.5 billion 
people. 

This will be the e<r$ 
first opportunity 
from any place on 
earth to see the 
moon undergo a total eclipse 
in 34 months.

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Avant-garde rocker 'Captain 
Beef heart' dead at 69 



WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Don Van Vliet, an avant-garde 
rocker who performed under 
the name "Captain Beefheart" 
and whose artistic influence 
dwarfed his popular appeal, 
has died at the age of 69. 

Van Vliet died early Friday 
in northern California follow¬ 
ing a long battle with multiple 
sclerosis, according to the 
Michael Werner Art Gallery, 


which exhibited his abstract 
paintings after he left music in 
the early 1980s. 

As the gravel-voiced Cap¬ 
tain Beefheart, Van Vliet 
adopted the wail of blues leg¬ 
end Howlin’ Wolf and melded 
jazz, blues and rock into a sur¬ 
real mix that was never widely 
popular but inspired scores of 
later artists. 

The most famous and 
influential of his 12 stu¬ 
dio albums was 1969’s 
"Trout Mask Replica," 
which was produced by 
Frank Zappa, who Van 
Vliet befriended in high 
school. 

Rolling Stone maga¬ 
zine rated it number 58 in 
its "500 Greatest Albums 
of All Time," and Van 
Vliet has been cited as an 
influence on Tom Waits, 

PJ Harvey, Franz Ferdi¬ 
nand, the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers and Talking 
Heads. 

"He was like the scout on a 


wagon train," Waits told the 
Los Angeles Times on Friday. 

"He was the one who goes 
ahead and shows the way.... He 
drew in the air with a burnt 
stick. He described the inde¬ 
scribable. He’s an underground 
stream and a big yellow 
blimp." 

Van Vliet was a notoriously

demanding bandleader, and 
several musi- cians circulated 
through Captain Beefheart’s 
Magic Band from the mid 
1960s until the early 1980s. 

For "Trout Mask Replica" 
he was said to have confined 
band members to a house for 
months on end and given them 
names like Zoot Horn Rollo 
and the Mascara Snake, in an 
atmosphere some of them later 
described as "cult-like." 

"If it had been produced by 
any professional, famous pro¬ 
ducer... there could have been 
a number of suicides in¬ 
volved," Zappa said later, ac¬ 
cording to the BBC. 

By the early 1980s Van 
Vliet had grown frustrated 
with the collaborative aspect of 
the music industry and left it to 
focus full-time on a successful 
career in abstract painting in 
which his works fetched high 
prices."Part of why I stopped 
doing music was because it 
was too hard to control the 
other people I needed to play 
the stuff, and I’d had enough 
animal training," he told the 
Los Angeles Times in 1990. 

"When it comes to art, I 
have a real streak of fascism. I 
want it to be exactly the way I 
conceive it, and if one line is 
changed it’s like, ’Hey, the hell 
with it, I don't need it.'" 


S.Leone bans musical 
processions as rival 
groups clash 


FREETOWN, Sierra Leone 
(AFP) - Sierra Leone's inte¬ 
rior ministry has slapped a 
ban on street musical proces¬ 
sions after supporters of the 
country's three top artists pro¬ 
moting new albums clashed 
in the capital this week. 

Police said they were 
"ready to reinforce the ban" 
announced earlier after hav¬ 
ing to fire teargas at unruly 
crowds who smashed car 
windscreens and broke into 
shops as processions wound 
around the capital. 

Traditionally Sierra 
Leonean artists based abroad, 
mostly the United States, re¬ 
turn home to promote new al¬ 
bums over Christmas. With 
loudspeakers on trucks they 
make their way around the 
capital followed by huge 
crowds. 

Police said the clashes 
broke out between supporters 
of the US-based bands Black 
Leo, Dry Eyed Crew and the 
Red Flag Movement. 

"Seventy-eight of the 110 
youths (arrested) appeared in 
court on charges of riotous 
conduct, disorderly behav¬ 
iour, malicious damage and 
unlawful possession of offen¬ 
sive weapons and have been 
remanded at the maximum 
security Pademba prison after 



the court appearance," the 
head of police media, Assis¬ 
tant Superintendent Ibrahim 
Samura, told AFP. 

He said there were "ill- 
motivated youth groups using 
processions and rallies as 
cover to engage in robberies 
and other criminal activities." 

Defending the ban, Inte¬ 
rior Minister Musa Tarawali 
said, "our intervention is 
timely and appropriate. We 
have to protect the lives and 
property of people. Those 
who come here should not 
bring strange culture into our 
midst." 

The president of the Cas¬ 
sette Sellers Association, 
Abubakarr Bangura, de¬ 
scribed the ban as "a catastro¬ 
phe to the music industry in 
Sierra Leone at this point in 
time where business is sup¬ 
posed to boom." 


Lee Harvey Oswald's coffin 
sells for $87,000 


LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - The coffin in which 
Lee Harvey Oswald, the man 
charged with shooting presi¬ 
dent John F. Kennedy, was 
buried went under the ham¬ 
mer for over 87,000 dollars, 
the auction house which or¬ 
ganized the sale said. 

The pine coffin is partially 
water-damaged by the 18 
years it spent in the ground 
before Oswald's body was 
exhumed in 1981 to lay to 
rest rumors that a lookalike 
Soviet agent was buried in 
his place. 

The body — confirmed as 
genuinely his — was reburied 
in another casket, and the 
original was offered for sale 
for the first time,by the Nate 
D Sanders auction house in 
Los Angeles. 

A spokeswoman declined 
to reveal the identity of the 
purchaser who paid 87,468 
dollars for the casket. 

According to the Dallas 
News, the coffin was sold by 


Allen Baumgardner, a Fort 
Worth funeral home manager 
who had kept it after being 
present when Oswald's body 
was exhumed. 

Oswald, charged with 
killing Kennedy on Novem¬ 
ber 22, 1963, was himself 
shot two days later and 
buried on November 25, fuel¬ 
ing conspiracy theories 
which still rage to this day.

Tendulkar adds to legend 
and defies South Africa

QUEBEC CITY (AFP) - 
Bernard Hopkins declared he 
was robbed of becoming the 
oldest major world champion 
in boxing history when he 
had to settle for a majority 
draw against Haitian-born 
Canadian Jean Pascal. 

Pascal inflicted the first 
two knockdowns suffered by 
Hopkins in 16 years to keep 
his World Boxing Council 
light heavyweight crown be¬ 
fore a sellout crowd at Le 
Colisee that booed the dead¬ 
locked verdict with the 45- 
year-old American. 

After 12 rounds a US 
judge gave Hopkins a 114- 
112 victory while Canadian 
and Belgian judges scored 
the fight a draw by scores of 
113-113 and 114-114 respec¬ 
tively. 

Hopkins enjoyed an un¬ 
beaten 10-year reign as a 
world middleweight cham¬ 
pion in a 22-year career while 
Pascal, 28, was only six years 
old when Hopkins turned 
professional in 1988. 

The veteran, who turns 46 
on January 15, would have 
broken the age mark set by 
George Foreman, who was 
10 months past his 45th birth¬ 
day when he knocked out fel¬ 
low American Michael 
Moorer in 1994 for the WBA 
and IBF heavyweight titles. 

Instead, Hopkins missed 
his chance at history as his 
record went to 51-5 with two 


drawn. 

’’This was sure enough 
robbery. And this one hurts 
the sport,” Hopkins said. 

"One reason fighters from 
the States don't like fighting 
outside the country is stuff 
like this. I know I won the 
fight.” 

Despite not taking the vic¬ 
tory, Pascal made his fourth 
successful title defense, see¬ 
ing his record move to 26-1- 
1. He dismissed Hopkins' 
complaints, saying, "We have 
fair judges in Canada.” 

"I believe I won the fight,” 
Pascal said. "I did enough to 
win the fight. I dropped him 
twice. That wasn't my best 
fight. It's not that he's that 
good. He's just a tough guy to 
box.” 

Pascal sent Hopkins down 
in the first and third rounds. 
The American complained 
that he was struck behind the 
head on the first and slipped 
on the other but neither plea 
was answered. 

"It was back of the head. I 
wasn't even hurt. I probably 
won that round they called a 
knockdown,” Hopkins said. 

"To put up a gallant per¬ 
formance like I did after a 
back of the head knockdown, 
where I had the guy beat up 
and he was holding, that's not 
right. I dominated the fight. I 
had more punches landed. I 
landed more shots. He got in 
some good shots. But I took 


him to school.” 

Pascal said he would have 
no problem giving Hopkins a 
rematch. 

"Of course I'm not happy. 
I am a champion,” Pascal 
said. "But I am the world 
champion and I did enough to 
win that fight. I would have 
no problem to fight him 
again. Anytime.” 

Pascal sent his supporters 
into a frenzy in the final sec¬ 
onds of the first round when 
a right to the side of the head 
of an attacking Hopkins sent 
the American to the canvas. 

It was the first time since 
1994 that Hopkins had been 
knocked down. The second 
time came far sooner. 

Pascal sent Hopkins to his 
knees with 30 seconds re¬ 
maining in the third round, 
the veteran going down again 
under left hooks to the head 
and chest. 

NBA Magic add 
Arenas, Richardson, 
Turkoglu in trade 

ORLANDO, Florida (AFP) - 
Orlando Magic center 
Dwight Howard gained a 
new supporting cast Saturday 
with hopes two major trades 
will lift the NBA club along¬ 
side Miami and Boston as an 
Eastern Conference title con¬ 
tender. 

The Magic, 16-9 but los¬ 
ers in five of their past six 
games, added Turkish for¬ 
ward Hedo Turkoglu and 
playmaker Jason Richardson 
from the Phoenix Suns and 
controversial long-distance 
shooter Gilbert Arenas from 
the Washington Wizards. 

"We needed a little bit 
more punch,” Magic presi¬ 
dent Otis Smith said. "All 
those guys coming in have an 
ability to move the ball. After 
looking at our team through 
25 games, we were missing a 
little something. I thought 
change was needed.” 

Orlando traded Rashard 
Lewis to the Wizards for Are¬ 
nas, best known for being 
banished for 50 games last 
season for bringing guns into 
the Wizards locker room and 
faking an injury to avoid 
playing in a pre-season game 
last October. 

The Magic, trying to en¬ 
tice fans to their new 18,500- 
seat arena, have fallen from 
first to fourth in the Eastern 
Conference, with the Miami 
Heat, 20-8, and Boston 
Celtics, 21-4, surging on dou¬ 
ble-digit winning streaks in 
December. 


CENTURION (AFP) - The 
legend of Sachin Tendulkar 
continued to grow on Sunday 
as the Indian batting maestro 
hit his 50th Test century and 
shared a remarkable partner¬ 
ship with captain Mahendra 
Singh Dhoni on the fourth 
day of the first Test against 
South Africa at SuperSport 
Park. 

It was almost certainly not 
enough to save his team from 
defeat, with India finishing 
the day on 454 for eight in 
their second innings, still 30 
runs short of making South 
Africa bat again. 

But it was an heroic effort 
which salvaged the reputa¬ 
tion of an Indian side which 
for much of the first three 
days seemed likely to suffer a 
humiliating trouncing. 

Tendulkar (107 not out) 
and Dhoni (90) put on 172 


for the seventh wicket and 
defied the South African 
bowlers for a minute short of 
three hours. 

It took a special delivery 
from fast bowler Dale Steyn 
to end the stand shortly be¬ 
fore bad light and an ap¬ 
proaching thunderstorm 
ended play for the day. 

Steyn produced a vicious 
bouncer which Dhoni could 
only fend to wicketkeeper 
Mark Boucher. In the next 
over Harbhajan Singh edged 
left-arm spinner Paul Harris 
to slip, almost certainly end¬ 
ing any hopes of a miracle re¬ 
prieve for India, although 
more storms are forecast for 
the final day on Monday. 

South Africa seemed set 
for an early win when they 
took four wickets before 
lunch, with a new ball avail¬ 
able 13 balls after the break.

Vonn regal again at Val d’Isere

Van Bommel expects to stay 
with Bayern 


VAL D'ISERE (AFP) - US 
champion Lindsey Vonn won 
the super-combined World 
Cup race on Sunday at Val 
d'Isere to add to her downhill 
win at the venue on Saturday. 

Three-time World Cup 
champion Vonn landed her 
third win of the season after 
coming ahead of Austrian 
pair Elisabeth Goergl and 
Nicole Hosp. 

The back-to-back wins 


have allowed Vonn to regain 
the overall season standings 
lead with 581 points - just 
three points over her German 
rival Maria Riesch, who 
could only manage fifth on 
the day. 

"I am very happy with my 
weekend,” said Vonn. 

”My goal was to ski as 
well as possible. The condi¬ 
tions were very difficult with 
all the fresh snow and the or¬ 


ganisers worked fantastically. 
These two wins are the best 
Christmas present I could 
have imagined. I had not 
trained for slalom much since 
Aspen. I was not at all sure 
how I would get on. 

”1 was very nervous at the 
start but I said to myself, 
’okay, do your best.’ 

”1 am not really keeping 
an eye on the overall stand¬ 
ings - if s too early in the sea¬ 
son,” added Vonn. 

'This weekend certainly 
helps points-wise but there 
are still plenty of races to 
run.” 

On the fate of close friend 
Riesch, Vonn said: ”1 think 
she was a bit disappointed 
today - but that’s ski racing. I 
am looking forward to spend¬ 
ing Christmas with her. ” 

Vonn, the Olympic cham¬ 
pion, started with a bang as 
she set the fastest time in the 
morning super-G run and 
then drove home her overall 
superiority in setting the sev¬ 
enth-best time in the ensuing 
slalom to pocket her 36th ca¬ 
reer victory and pull off a re¬ 
peat of last year's triumph at 
the same resort. 

Val d'Isere holds no fears 
for Vonn, who has now won 
seven races here - including 
two world titles. 

Although they missed out 
on top spot the Austrian con¬ 
tingent showed its strength in 
depth with four finishers in¬ 
side the top six. 

One of the favourites, 
Sweden's Anja Paerson, did 
not finish the super-G as she 
was penalised for a mistake. 

Goergl meanwhile said: ”1 
tried my best and I raced a 
good slalom. I was also 
happy with the super-G as 
I've not done many of them 
for a while because of my 
knee so it was a good test. I 
was happy overall.” 

Hosp said for her part she 
was pleased to make it to the 
podium. ”1 hadn't managed 
that in some time.” 


BERLIN (AFP) - Bayern 
Munich captain Mark van 
Bommel said Sunday he ex¬ 
pects to remain as skipper of 
the German champions and 
played down rumours of a 
transfer to Bundesliga rivals 
Wolfsburg in January's winter 
break. 

The 3 3-year-old Dutch¬ 
man is out of contract next 
June and speculation is rife 
here he is set to switch to 
Wolfsburg, coached by ex- 
England boss Steve Mc- 
Claren, to bolster their 
midfield. 

But Van Bommel said he 
does not expect Sunday's 
Bundesliga match at Stuttgart 


to be his final German league 
game for Bayern. 

"Anything is possible in 
football, but it would cer¬ 
tainly be something extraor¬ 
dinary if the captain left 
during the winter break,” van 
Bommel told German daily 
Die Welt. 

"I do not have to leave 
Bayern, I am very happy as 
captain of the club.” 

But the Dutchman admit¬ 
ted the decision may be out 
of his hands with Bayern re¬ 
ported to be set to poach Hof- 
fenheim midfielder Luiz 
Gustavo during the custom¬ 
ary winter break which 
started Sunday.

Lochte ends on golden 
note in Dubai 


DUBAI (AFP) - Ryan Lochte 
doubled his gold medal haul 
to six and took his overall 
medal tally to a record 21 on 
the final session at the short 
course world championships 
here Sunday. 

The American set a new 
championship best time of 
1:46.68 in the 200m back- 
stroke, followed by an all-out 
effort in the 100m individual 
medley in a time of 50.86, 
meaning that Lochte 
achieved a gold medal in 
every individual event he 
contested. 

He was also part of the 
victorious 4x100 medley 
relay team that signed off the 
championships with a final 


gold, bringing the US medal 
tally to 25 overall, with 12 
golds. 

Lochte smashed two 
world records earlier in the 
meet in imperious fashion, 
but his punishing schedule 
eventually took its toll and 
the swimmer admitted to 
feeling tired. 

M I think I could have gone 
a lot faster (in the 200m back- 
stroke). I gave it my best 
shot,” he said. 

”In the 100m individual 
medley I just went for it. I felt 
it a lot in my legs after the 
200m backstroke, but it's 
around the same time I went 
in the semi, so I’ll take it.
